COTTON RECEIPTS 
PUSS HTH m s 


Sherwood Hill Evidently lost his 
bet with J. D. Lasater regarding the 
number of bales of cotton received 
this season, for at 2 
o’clock 
4,981 
bales had been received at the yard, 
and it was still coming in a ^te.ady 
stream. The round bale gin has turn­ 
ed out 818, which counted as half 
bales, equals 409, making the grand 
total for the season 5,390 bales. The 
price continues to fall, the top price 
this afternoon being 8 3-4. 


Geo. EJ. Lewis, postoffice inspector, 
was here this morning looking over 
the situation in regard to free mail 
delivery for lAda. The most import­ 
ant point in the matter, and the one 
upon which the whole' thing 
will 
probably turn, is that of sidewalks. 
It is shown that 499 houses of Ada 
have side walks in front of them and 
a77 are without. This of course, does 
not include the business section of 
the city. Mr. Lewis seemed to be of 
tho opinion that the town should 
have more walks than it has. and cit­ 
ed a number of others about the size 
of Ada, which are much better pro­ 
vided with walks. 
He gave no intimation what his 
report on the question will be, furth­ 
er than to say that it would be pass­ 
ed up to the postoffice department. 
It appears that 15th street is the 
bqst supplied with walks of any street 
in town, there being 68 houses with 
walks and only six without. 
Mr. Lewis requested the News to 
state that if the service is establish­ 
ed every one getting the benefit of it 
will be required to place a box out­ 
side the house convenient of access 
by the carriers.

St. Louis, Alo., Oct. 13.—A decision 
involving the location of the Oklaho­ 
ma state capitol and property near 
Oklahoma City valued at $200,000 was 
handed down today by the United 
States circuit court of appeals. By 
the decision, the heirs of Henry Howe 
former minister of the gospel, who, 
it was alleged made a false claim to 
the land in 18S9, will recover the 
property, pending an appeal which 
will probably be taken to the United 
States Supreme court. 
The Unite States circuit court held 
that Milton E. 
Parker 
and 
others 
were rightful owners. Oklahoma City 
real estate men purchased part of 
the property from Parker and donat­ 
ed it as a site for a free capitol. The 
land will revert to the Howe heirs 
and the location of the new' state’s 
seat of government consequently will 
be affected, as the How’e heirs may 
not desire to break up the tract. 
A giant struggle of pioneers whose 
greed for land at the opening of Ok­ 
lahoma on April 22, 1889, made the 
‘then Territory a passing stage of 
; picturesque outlawry is recited in the 
history ot the case. Also a legal bat­ 
tle that has extended over a period 
of twenty-two years, involving court 
fees estimated at $40,000 and a list

som e big corporations at high salar­ 
ies, and now the trusts may have a 
notion of controlling public opinion 
by seeing that the country is sup­ 
plied only with such reading m atter 
as they see fit to permit being pub­ 
lished. 
Of course it 
goes 
without 
saying 
that such a course will be highly dang 
erous to 
every 
tradition 
of 
free 
thought and free press, for it can­ 
not be denied 
that 
tho 
m agazines 
have in tim es past exerted a power­ 
ful influence, and will continue to dc 
for a long tim e to com e, no m atter 
who ow ns them. Naturally the change 
will be gradual. For tw o 
or 
three 
years the m agazines w ill ham m er the 
trusts, but 
it 
w ill alw ays be with 
straw stuffed clubs, which the poor 
deluded public will not be able to dis­ 
tinguish from the real article. At all 
events the situation is one that will 
bear watching.
